of Illinois. 
Too many producers have been 
led to believe that mineral defi­ 
ciency is one of the chief causes 
of small hog profits, and that so 
long as they feed a'm ineral .sup­ 
plement they can safely neglect 
other fundam entals of good pro­ 
duction, explains Carroll. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth, 
for there is no substitute for san­ 
itation, 
balaiu*ed 
rations, 
good 
breeding and efficient management, 
he points out. 
Minerals are essen­ 
tial, but with the exception of com­ 
mon salt and calcium they are 
tound in ample portions in most 
hog rations. 
The calcium needs of swine can 
i)e met either by feeding skimmilk, 
butterm ilk, tankage, legume pas­ 
tures, or by adding a calcium min- 
eial to the ration.

M anagement of the Baby Chicks 
One of the greatest assets in the 
successful Brooding of Chicks is 
enthusiasm . The Chick Raiser who 
looks forw ard eagerly to the time 
when the Baby Chicks arrive is us­ 
ually the one who will prepare the 
Brooder House for them properly 
and give them good attention after 
they arrive. 
At best, Brooding Chicks is work 
which requires careful attention to 
a lot of small details but anyone 
who expects to make a profit witli 
Poultry m ust be willing to give the 
chicks special attention duiing their 
early life. 
Have the Brooder House Ready 
Days before the chicks are ex­ 
pected, the Brooder House shoulo 
be thoroughly cleaned and repair­ 
ed. The stove should be set up and 
operated to be sure it is good work­ 
ing order and that the adjustm ents 
are^ n ad e to assure pro lier brood- 
ii^^t<*m peratures.

H igher prices which followed in­ 
stitution of the federal and t tate 
a n n aid program have boosted the 
1934 income of Illinois farm ers to 
an estim ate of more than $48,000,- 
000 above th at of last year, des­ 
pite the long drought during the 
sum m er 
months 
which 
caused 
heavy dam age to 
m any 
crops. 
Governor Henry H orner 
revealed 
after receiving reports from the 
S ta te D epartm ent of A griculture 
and A. J. S u rratt, 
state-federal 
crop statistician. 
In a report prelim inary to that 
which he will make for the year 
the last of this month. H r. S u rratt 
estim ated that the 
income from 


seven principal crons in Illinois for 
1934 will 
total 
$197,143,000, as 
compared to $148,532,000 for 1935. 
This is an increase of 32.7 per cent 
or $48,610,000. 
The 
figures 
fu r­ 
nished do not include federal pay­ 
m ents to farm ers in Illinois under 
the com -hog reduction 
program , 
which Mr. S u rratt said, total ap­ 
proxim ately $30,000,000. 
W alter W. McLaughlin, director 
of the State D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture also commented on the soy­ 
bean record in Illinois this season. 
“Prelim inary estim ates.” he said, 
“show 966,000 acres 
of soybeans 
planted for all purposes.

Unfortunately it has become the 
fashion to blame on our banking sys­ 
tem all the troubles which the de- I 
pression has brought. As a conse­ 
quence w e hear much of needed re­ 
form of banking by law. No one will 
deny that certain defects have de­ 
veloped in our existing banking laws 
which need correction, and that cer- 
^ Jain abuses were committed which 
no one wishes to defend or have re­ 
main possible in the future. Never 
before were bankers more deter­ 
mined than they are today to bring 
• bout whatever changes in our bank­ 
ing system are called for by the 
public welfare. 
The Basis of Good Laws 
The best results can and will be 
accomplished by normal processes 
and gradual adjustments of our pres­ 
ent private banking structure—suit­ 
ably supervised by proper authority 
—rather than by the passage of still 
more drastic law s, offering panaceas 
in the form of more government- 
owned or government - controlled 
financial organizations. 
Lasting laws relating to any phase 
of human need are formed and mod­ 
elled in the rough school of practical 
human experience and are usually 
the result of sound evolutionary 
processes rather than of sudden im 
pulses to change fundamental prin­ 
ciples. 
If we analyze the new banking 
picture which has developed during 
the past eighteen months, we can­ 
not help but arrive at the conclu­ 
sion 
that 
evolutionary 
changes 
which have taken place in banking, 
and the economic life of the nation 
of which it is a part, have justified 
much of the banking legislation re­ 
cently passed. As we look ahead and 
consider the new problems which 
are facing us we must inevitably 
come to the conclusion that some 
further changes in our banking laws 
will become necessary. 


Yoluntar> Reform 
It is not enough that bankers 
merely acquiesce in banking im­ 
posed by law. Zeal for evolutionary 
banking reform must be more ag- ! Aug. 2 
gressive than that. Banking prac­ 
tice itself, without compulsion of 
law, can and should reflect the 
ohangesand lessons of the times and 
difficulties through which the nation 
has passed and, even to a greater 
extent than law, render banking 
more truly a good public servant by 
Voluntary self-reform. In no small 
measure is this accomplished by the 
better training of the members of 
the banking fraternity and by in­ 
stilling constantly higher ideals in 
those who are ultimately responsible 
for bank management. 
As we march on into the w orld of 
tomorrow’ the banker has a greater 
opportunity for usefulness than ever 
before, and I hope that the service 
lie will render to society will be so 
conscientious, so constructive and j 
so satisfactory as to merit general j 
approval and assure him his logical 
high place and leadership.
